E N ER G Y , 111. (U PI) — 
President Ford didn t have 
to tell John “Sollie" Nester 
to “Whip Inflation Now." 
Fifteen cents will get you a 
hamburger with 
mustard, 
onion and pickle at Nester s 
Polar Whip restaurant 
in 
this village south of Herrin, 
deep in Southern Illinois. 
Also, a double hamburger 
at the Polar Whip costs 20 
cents, a cheeseburger goes 
for 25 cents and a double 
cheeseburger for 30. Fish, 
barbecue and 
ham 
sand­ 
wiches sell for 50 cents 
Nester has been battling 
prices to 
a 
fare-thee-well 
since the Great Depression 
d ays. 
N ow adays, 
he 
sometimes tells customers, 
“ I think I ’m fighting a losing 
b attle.” 
Nester, 65. has spent 38 
y e a rs 
in 
the 
‘burger 
b u sin ess, 
m ost 
of 
them 
around Herrin. 


“ I depend on volume,” he 
said. “ When times get tough 
and people are laid off, I 
don’t have to sweat like the 
guys who sell hamburgers 
for 60 or 70 cents. Besides, I 
don’t like to stand around 
looking out the window half 
the tim e.” 


Nester readily admits his 
‘burger 
is 
a 
m ixture 
of 
ground beef and cereal. 


“The customer knows it, 
but 
he’s getting 
a 
tasty 
sandwich,” he said. “ And 
it’s the only chance for some 
large fam ilies to eat out.” 


He said it is not uncommon 
for some fam ilies to order 20 
to 25 at a time and a Herrin 
high school once ordered 300. 


“ It stands to reason you 
can ’t sell an all-beef ham ­ 
burger for 15 cents with 
ham burger going for 70 
cents a pound,” Nester said. 


“ I rem em ber back in the 
depression days when you 
could buy three pounds of 
ground meat for a quarter. 
N ester 
and 
his 
late 
b r o t h e r i n l a w 
o w n e d 
Wimpy’s Place in Herrin in 
1931, but 
Nester sold out 
when he entered the service 
in 1943. When he got out two 
years later, he tried other 
work, “ but I always had an 
urge 
to 
go 
back 
selling 
ham burgers.” 
He started in again in 1949, 
bought the Energy property 
as 
a 
sideline, 
put 
in 
a 
miniature golf course with 
his son in charge, and it 
made enough to put 
the 
youth 
through 
colleg e. 
Nester 
brought 
his 
ham ­ 
burgers to Energy six years 
ago. 
“ I own the property and 
my overhead is low,’ 
he 
said 
“ My 
w ife, 
H elen, 
helped me for years until her 
health got bad.” 


Mrs Nell McSpadden has 
cooked for him about 
16 
years now. Nester takes the 
orders and handles the cash 
register. 


“ When prices went up, I 
raised barbecues from 45 to 
50 cents to keep from raising 
my 
ham bu rger 
p ric e s ,” 
Nester said. “ I ’ve always 
believed in low prices.” 
Nester held the line on 10- 
cent hamburgers from 1949 
until 1974, then upped them a 
nickel. 


He is slowing down some 
these day^ and is open each 
day only ps long as his buns 
hold out. How many buns 
does he order? “That’s a 
business secret,” he said. 
What is Nesler’s recipe for 
whipping inflation? 


“Lower prices and lower 
wages, honesty, and thinking 
about your fellow m an.”
